TECHNOLOGY TAKES OVER WOODS .. . 
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FOR B. C! s s BIGGEST LOGGING FIRM 


Everything's Edible to Modern Forest Giant 


— By JOHN MIKA” 
Times Staff Reporter 


Paul Bunyan cruises the woods today under a 
new name—Technology. 

The legendary old logger: has gone somodern 
that, under his new name, he falls-and bucks thou- 
sands of board feet of timbér in minutes, yards it 
out of the bush just as bird and rushes the logs 
to booming grounds at 30 miles an hour in 100-ton 
bundles. 

He leaves behind him only about 100 cubic feet 
‘of “acre lyitig or the efournd—ehtly more 
than a station wagon load. 

And, continuing his frugality, he'll soon be back to. plant 
more than 400 seedlings in that acre which, after careful tending, 
will produce more wood in 90 years than it took nature 200 years 
to grow in the same space

Technology also works hard in town as well as in the woods. 


At the mills, he will strip the berk off-huge logs within-seconds 
and use the bark’ for power plant, fuel) and then peel them 


into plywood veneer, saw them into lumber or shingles or grind 
and cook them into pulp within a matter of hours. 

He uses every particle of sawdust and wood chip—by pulp- 
fng it—and tries to be as clean as possible, skimming off tons 


>of wood fibre each day in a settlement tank which otherwise

"The “glamor boy’” of the woods, the high-riggér, has dis- 
appeared because sfanding trees no longer are topped and 
rigged as yarding spars. They've been replaced by self-pro- 
pelled steel spars that are more manocurable and set up faster:

Yarding no longer is a slow and difficult operation. A 
taskforce of a mechanical yarder, loading crane and waiting 
truck (each of the three pieces of equipment costing an aver- 
age $70,000) keeps operators, choker gang and marker on the 
yun-—the marker standing on the high truck cab guiding place- 
ment of a log on the trailer, jumping up to hit the end with a 
marking hammer and jumping back onto the cab roof just in 
time to start guiding another log into place;

Gigantic-trucks,_powered—with 550-horsepower diesels and 
capable of carrying 100 tons of wood, roar up and down the 
steep company roads—using automatic drive instead of gear- 
shift which gives better downhill control:
